There have beou u few 
aporniio caves, but these fonreely count when 
wo remiembor tho history of these epidemics in 
the Colony during the past ten yours. Whether 
thin raenlt is to be attributed to the drustic ond 
thorough measures carried out by our Sanitary 
Authority, or whether it, is a sheer good fort une 
which is enjoyed similorly by Centon und other 
plague coutros in China, I aia not in a position 
to atete. Wo cannot take too much for granted 
when wo bear. in mind thé undisputed state- 
ments thot in the yeurswhon the plague returns 
havo boon comparntively low iu thia Colony, 
there has heen o liko decline in Canton, where 
.no sueh persistent efforts are made to eradicate 
the scourge as wo rigorously enforce in Hong- 
kong, Tho problema of the origin and infec- 
tivity of plague aro stilt: ansolved, Plague 


Perta has beon old, and the policy which 
wo adopted in building those two modorn 
panengor steamors and getting rid of the old 
ond small cargo boats ix now fully vindicated 
hy the xevulta shown. The fact is thot with 
the change of government ia tho Philippines 
‘the unture of the trade between here and 
Monilu has completely changed. Formerly we 
Aepended upon Chinese cargo and the coolio 
trode for our principal revenue, bat Chinese ore 
now more or Jess excluded from these idlands, 
anid we havo to depond upon foreign cargo and 
saloon passengers for our income. Cargo from 
Hongkong hos boea fairly plentiful throughout 
the yoar, but the supply of tonusge has been 
excossive, and rotes of froight bavd in con- 
sequence boon kept down. From Manila to 
Hongkong on (bo other hand the searcity 
of cargo depicted by my predecesnor this 
time last. yesr continued throughout 1904, 
though I am glnd tox say there has been 
an improvoment in this respect lately. 
The uccounta require no special explanation, 
We hnva.had to write off a Iarge omonnt for 
dopreciation, but thia only proves the wisdom 
of ont formor polloy of writing off depreciation 
rogulatly every year. Had we not departed 
from, that rule during the ‘Inst threo yoars we 
whould not have had this large amount to write 
off now. The lerson learnt is that depreciation 
woos on whether we, ignore it or not, and that 


seems to be as badin Indio this year as ever,

The report of the Superintendent of Victoria 
Gaol and the branch prison (Belilios Roforma- 
tory) for 1904 is printed in the’ dfongkony 
Government Gazette, Here aro ext racts:— 

The number of prisoners. committed to prison 
under sentence from the Ordinwry Courts was 
7,305, besides 95 soldiers and sailors sentenced 
by Courts Martial. There were G4 prisonert 
admitted for debt, making a total of 7,464. 
‘here was thus an increase of 191 in 1904 on 
the total ‘number for the previons year.’ Tho 
number of prisoners convicted from the New 
Territories was 80, The percentage of convicts 
to the estimated population was ‘067 os against 
“075 for the previous year. ‘Tha, number of 
prisoners admitted to prison for offences not of 
© criminal uature was 3,278, including 1,186 
persons. convicted under the Opiam Ordinance. 

Seventeen deaths occurred ‘dering the. year, 
and ons birth. : 

. Phere were no executions. | 

‘Fifty juveniles were admitted during tha 
year, 34 of whom were sentwnced to be detained 
48 houra and to be whipped, the remainder were 
sentenced to various terme of imprisonment. 

Thero were 798 puoishments for breach of 
prison discipline during the year, es compared 
with 1,903 for the pr-ceding year. There wero 
threw cases in which corporal punishment was 


awarded, two of which were (with the biroh : 


rod) sentenced by the Assistant Superintendent 
alone, and one with the cat-o'-nino-tails by the 
game officor in conjunction with-a Justice of 
the Peace, 

The percentage of prisoners admitted to 
prison with previous convictions recorded 
against them to the total. number of cdmission, 
wus 12,26, 08 compared with 15.92 for the year 
1903.”

Owing to the overcrowded state of the 
Victoria Gaol it was again necessary, on account: 
of the inadequate-cell accommodation, to locate 
as mony a+ thres hundred prisoners in the 
corridora. The store rooms over the Hospital 
had also to be used as association wards during 


their utmost:{o increago its numbors while 
maintaining its present high standard of 
efficiency. I do not think it will be difficult 
for them to find arguments with which to 
jnduca their fellow workers, employés and other 
friends in the Colony to join, or what is nearly 
equally important; to prevent them, having 
joined, resigning before their time comes to 
qnit the Colony. Ona former public occasion I 
have expressed my opinion thet every mon of 
British race in a British Colony ehould qualify 
himeclf to co-operate efficiently in its defence.

STUDENTS AND THE CZAR.

TEE MARSEILLAISE. 
The Standards correspondent wrote on Feb, 


20th :—Three thousand four hundred students > 


of the St. Potersburg University met at noon 


‘| to-day, with the permission of the anthorities, 


to decide whether to. contipue the strike. At 
an early stage abont 105 adherents of the 
resumption of work seceded to another hall, 
OE tho remainder, only 14 opposed the etrike. 
A number of professors aud docents accepted 
the invitation to attend. 

Thozo who spoke counselled moderation in 
vain. Tho mall hall. was crowded to suffoca- 
tion. Tho student orators absolutely dis- 
regarded all considerations of prudence, and, 
needless to stato, were encouruged with oathu-| 
siastic chenrs, 

Shortly after threo o'clock a recess was takon. 
The students sang the Marseillaise,” und 
unfurled a red flag on which was w ritten, Hail 
to the Constituent Assombly.” A procession 
was ‘formed, which marched with mock solemn - 


| ity up to the stage, where tho flagstaff was 


thrust through an oil painting of the Emperor 
amid cheera and langhtor. Luter, when a vote 
was boing taken on tlio resointions, the students 

tore tho picture from its frame and sold the 
Pieeos ag wouvenirs for the benefit of the 
sufferers on Junuery 22. 

I am noabls to learn that the sliglitest pro- 
test was mado against this vandalixm. Whou I 
loft the hall the studants were still ongaged in 
removing the Inst romnants ¢f the canvas and 
breaking the gilt frame dersrated with the 
crown aud the Emperor's initials. : 

The anthoritios, who had anticipated -a 
demonstration. in front of the offices of tha 
Nashi Dni and Nesha Jizr, had tiled the Ad- 
miralty courtyard, which commands tte bridge 
| from the University quarter, with soldiers, 
and displayed Cassacks in tho vicinity of the 
Kazan Ba thedral, ‘The late hour at which the 
meting closed, however, deterred the students 
from miking street demonstrations, 

Among+t tho resolutions passed was a demand 
for the conclusion of the war. It would bo a 
mistake to attribute undue importance to the 
doings of the students, whether wise or foolish. 
They had real value when they alone dared to 
lift their voices on behalf of liberty. but this 
pioneer period has passed with M. Plehve. 

‘The following is the text of the resolution 


“which was adopted by tho mesting :— 


“The effete Russian absolutism is drawing 
daily, .nay hourly, to, its inevitable doom. 
Poworless to cope with the awakened peapie. in 
its ngouy It devises one measure wore ridiculous 
than another, iareats one method more reckless 
than unother to delay ity downfall. It has 
entered upon 6 criminal adventure in the Far 
East which has cost the people tens of thousands 
of lives and millions of hardly carned money. 
Conscious of its goal, the intelligence of the 
students has long conducted a stubbora fight te 
obtain the most elementary ef human. rights. 
ofter falling fainting before the brutal force of 
unbridled government. until ut-last the pro- 
letariate entered the historic orena, aud at the 
yame time as it camo to koowledge of itself 
dealt Czardom the henviest blows, ‘The recent 
bloody ovents have clearly sbown what ob- 
solutism i+ capable of in the defence of its 
pitiful and shameful existence. Tho sincere 
fraternal and harmonious action of the pro- 
letariate on these days of Jumuary, signed the 
death warrant of absolutism, and without 
doubt secured tho speedy politicul liberation of 
Ruasia. 

«“ We, as a sev tion of the educated community 
conscious of oursyoal, welcome the solidarity 
of the workmen, and put forward the following: 
demands:— 

“1. Tho summoning of a Legislative Assom- 
bly, on the basis of a universal equal and secret 
Vallot of male und femule citizens; freedom of 
speech; freedom of the Press; freedom of 
organisation and of striking. 

2. An amnesty for all who have been pun- 
ished for their political or religious convictions. 

“3, The fact of belonging to any purtioular 
nationslity shal! not prejudice political rights. 

-“ Further, as gusrantes aguiust the inter- 
ference of the Russian Governmentin tho free 
‘execution of these demands, a people's militiv 
must immediately be formed, in the ranks of 
which ‘all citizens can fight to realise our 
aspirations, - 

* Recognising the significance of the histori-. 
cal moment when Russia is omerging from u 
period of forment into open revolt, and every- 
one has but one end in view, we cannot pursue 
our studies, and therefore suspend them until 
September 13. By thot time events will buve 
furnished new material for the solution of the 
question, : 

The great room was packod to suffocation. 
The heat was so intense that steam rosd- up 
from the excited crowd nad curled up like 
amoke towards the lefty ceiling. Most of the 
students had divested themselves ‘of their 
jackets, and stood there, perspiring from every 
pore. in their blue, green, red, und yellow shirts, 
Even the platforin, on which a ‘pale, excited 
student: stood addressing hix colleagues, was 
packed. Every corner of the great hall was 
occupied. Here and there one saw.a young 
girl, her eyes riveted on the speaker.. All the 
racial types of Russia were ropresented. The 
fine-featured Cirenssian, the Littlo Russian, the 
Mongol, Pole, Armenian, Finn, and Jew were 
all t> be seen, most of them with long dis- 
horelled hair.
